competition, British industry must reduce | ~ 
its. costs of production in order to avoid

of production, .his opinion was that 
labour costs could not be further lower- 
ed. but that higher standards. of organi- 
zing and’ directive capacity as well as 
of manual effort, were required. 

Ay regard the other factors, he 81 
;} gested that the cost of insurances could 
be_lowered; that the number of commis- 
sions charged betweea the producer aad 
the consumer ’should .b+ reduced, and 
that the burden of rates and taxes wag.

Mr. Appleton advocated the creation af

distribution particularly of toodstufis, the [| 
improvement and cheapening of transport 
facilities, and in particular State con- 
trol and: development of waterways. 
The federation, he’ stated, had given 
yery serious attention. to. the relations 
between the parties engaged in produe- 
tion, and wished to stress the desirability 
of developing the human side of industry 
by making intelligent workpeople parties 
to ‘the business rather than mechanical 
parts of.it.. Mr Appleton further men- 
tioned the desirability, of securing, under 
proper safeguards, the ‘enforcement “and
